Lack of ticket purchases 
may end future concerts

Unless 700 to 1200 more 
Homecoming Concert tickets 
are sold, UTM may not have 
any more concerts this year. 
SGA President Mike Faulk 
and Vice President Art Swann 
said Monday 

“If we do not come very 
very close to breaking even on 
this concert, it is highly 
doubtful that there will be 
another this year," Faulk 
said 

With eight days remaining 
before the concert, ap 
proximately 1,700 tickets have 
been sold on campus out of 
2,700 that need to be sold for 
SGA to break even, Faulk 
said. Tickets are also being 


sold in various towns 
throughout West Tennessee, 
but neither Faulk nor Swann 
knew the amount purchased at 
any of these locations 

“If the students don’t buy 
tickets, this is their vote they 
don’t want any more con¬ 
certs," Faulk said. “If the 
students agree or not it will be 
financially impossible to have 
another concert if this one is 
not successful 

"I don’t want to paint a 
gloomy picture because we 
are farther along with tickets 
sales than ever before,” Faulk 
continued, “but this concert 
demands more than any in the 
past." 

According to Swann, SGA 
decided to offer a concert up to 


par with any concert offered 
anywhere. He said he feels 
there is something in this 
concert for everyone, but if 
the students don’t want to see 
it, this is an indication to SGA 
that this is not the type concert 
they want. 

"1 would be glad for anyone 
to offer a better concert at a 
comparative price,” Swann 
said. "Students have had 
every opportunity to attend 
the concert at discount 
prices ” 

”1 dare say the students 
would not find three big 
headliners like this anywhere 
else,” Faulk said 

Faulk and Swann said 
tickets sales were going good.

do that-after all, he was a 
pet" 

Most people are very in¬ 
terested in snakes. Keplinger 
said, and no one voiced any 
objections to Otis. At present 
there is a $5(1 reward for his 
return and $10 for any sound 
information on his 
whereabouts.

"He’s just a normal 
iguana," Mike Smith, his 
owner said, adding he got him 
as a gift last year. "If 1 didn’t 
keep him in the dorm. I'd have 
to get rid of him. There would 
be no place to put him." 

Iguanas and turtles to the 
contrary, the trend seems to 
be towards snakes. Austin 
Peay recently housed a boa 
constrictor, but after some 
complaints it was relocated in 
the Psychology Lab. Ellington 
also has a boa. Noah von 
Victor, owned by Richard 
Engelhardt. 

Most of the campus pet 
ow ners seem to feel animals 
such as snakes should be legal 
to keep in the dorms After all. 
they argue, these animals are 
kept in cages or terrariums 
where they can't get out. they 
eat relatively little and pose 
few sanitation problems.. 

But pets are not legal in the 
dorms, according to Earl 
Wright. assistant director ot 
housing 

"With the high density 
housing arrangement we have 
in the dorms, the health 
hazards are astronomical," 
Wright said "We try to gel 
pets out of the dorms 
altogether Of course, tropical 
fish in tanks are a different 
situtaion." 

“I may be looking into 
piranha next." Keplinger 
said "Joe and I would like to 
raise them At least it would 
be one pet that people 
wouldn't steal." 


but the main problem is they 
currently have $7000 in income

“It Is very urgent the 
students understand this,” 
Faulk said. “It is really a 
shame that out of 5000 x 
students. 3000 will not attend 
a concert." 

“Each student should ask 
himself how much en¬ 
tertainment means to him. 
because this will limit other 
things we can do as far as 
entertainment is concerned," 
Swann said 

"In the three years since I 
have been here people have 
yelled for big concerts, now 
they have one,” Faulk said 
"Frankly I am scared 

Swann said he is not ruling 
out the possibility of another 
promoter sponsored concert, 
but the lack of sales will be a 
problem 

According to Faulk, if off 
campus sales are good, SGA 
will stop selling tickets when 
3,500 have been sold 

“It would do the students 
good to wait until the last 
minute and then find no 
tickets are available," Faulk 
said.

After being charged with 
•‘incompetence’’ and 
recommended for dismissal 
last spring. Carol S. Murphy, 
assistant professor of 
agricultural economics, lias 
been retained by the 
University in accordance with 
a recent settlement over the 
case. 

“There were concessions 
on both sides, yet satisfaction 
to both sides,” Chancellor 
Larry T. McGehee said of the 
ease, which has gone through 
a number of appeal 
proceedings since the original 
decision was made 

Murphy, who has been a 
member of the faculty since 
I960, was granted tenure in 
1969, the same year he was 
promoted from instructor to 
assistant professor Although 
McGehee said the proceedings 
were "friendly throughout,” 
Murphy has refused to 
comment 

“1 don’t believe I have any 
public statement to make," 
Murphy said, “none at all." 

Under the agreement, 
Murphy will remain with the 
University, keeping bis 
tenure, faculty status and 
same pay level. However, he 
will be serving in a different 
capacity beginning next fall, 
with a large part of his duties 
in the computer science 
program. 

"The concession be lias 
made is that he will no longer 
be full time in agriculture." 
McGehee said, “and he will go 
back for retraining ” 

For the remainder of this 
year, Murphy will stay in his 
present position, then will go 
through training in computer 
science before the new 
arrangement goes into effect. 
McGehee said most of the 
computer training will 
probably come next summer 

A new agricultural 
economics instructor will be 
hired, beginning in the fall of 
1975. At that time, McGehee 
said, Murphy will begin 
dividing his time between 
agriculture and computer 
science 

“In his agriculture duties, 
he’ll still serve as an advisor, 
he’ll assist in certain labs and 
he’ll be instructing other in¬ 
structors on using computers 
with ag problems," McGehee 
said. 

Although he said Murphy’s 
time would be divided ap¬ 
proximately on a 50-50 basis, a 
great deal of his agriculture 
duties will deal with computer 
applications. 

McGehee said the first

1973 After a number of 
complaints were received, he 
said an informal hearing was 
held between Murphy and 
several administrators 
This was followed by an 
informal hearing by (he 
Academic Senate Committee 
on Promotion and Tenure to 
decide whether formal 
hearings were warranted A 
seven member panel was 
selected from a field of 28 


faculty members nominated 
by the Agenda Committee. 

Following three days of 
closed door hearings, the 
panel gave a close 4-3 decision 
to uphold the charges That 
was in May and since then the 
decision has been appealed 
three times 

“The results of the heal ing 
were appealed to me," 
McGehee said, “and (he 
results of my opinion were 
appealed to Dr. Edward 
Boling (UT president i and 


then it was appealed to the 
Board of Trustees." 

Both McGehee and Boling 
upheld the decision, but the 
appeal was withdrawn by 
Murphy’s attorney. Irvin 
Salkv of Memphis, only a few 
minutes before the appeal was 
scheduled to be heard by the 
Board However, McGehee 
said he would not term the 
settlement a last minute 
decision

director of housing. The policy 
for locking doors has resulted 
in some complaints (rom 
students finding doors locked 
at unauthorized hours. He said 
the policies are consistent but 
enforcement hasn’t been 

"The locking of the end 
doors, is for the benefit of the 
students and not for ad¬ 
ministrative control ot the 
students," he said. Present 
policies include plans for 
freshman residents: Austin 
Peay Hall doors are locked at 
midnight and Mcord at 10 p in. 

"We would provide an op 
portunity for it to be changed 
if the women feel 
discriminated against," he 
said 

Is Safety and Security going 
to continue to let people park 
on the street in front of the 
new Pike House. thus 
presenting a traffic problem? 

Ted Council, director of 
Safety and Security, said they 
do not give tickets on city 
streets, but the problem lias 
been discussed with city of¬ 
ficials and “it is my un¬ 
derstanding that there will be 
no parking on Hannings l-ane 
once the fraternity house 
parking lots are completed” 


Gary Richardson, a campus 
photographer, suggested the 
possibility of corruption on the 
part of SGA this week in 
handling bids for pictures at 
the homecoming dance. 

Richardson claims SGA 
President Mike Faulk made a 
verbal agreement with him 
concerning the picture taking 
after Richardson had sub¬ 
mitted a bid on the job and 
then backed out after he had 
received another bid. 

Richardson said he received 
a letter this week which was 
signed by SGA Vice President 
Art Swann informing him 
someone else had been 
granted the bid 

“If Mike Faulk knew of Art 
Swann’s action. I would go so 
far as to call Mike Faulk a 
liar,” Richardson said. “If 
Faulk had not told Swann 
about the agreement it could 
be a misunderstanding. If this 
is not the case, I would say it is 
corruption.” 

Meanwhile Faulk denied 
such an agreement was ever 
made with Richardson, but 
said he told Richardson “It 
looked like he had the job." 
Faulk maintained SGA had 
made it known the best bid 
would be the one accepted 

“Mr. Richardson’s bid was 
not the best bid,” Faulk said. 

The bid was granted to 
Wesley Walden, another 
photographer who has done 
some work on campus. 

Richardson said the 
granting of the bid to Walden 
raises further suspicions of 
corruption in his mind 
because Walden’s wife works 
as a secretary in the SGA 
offices and, according to 
Richardson, could have known 
the amount of his bid. 

"It would not have been 
very hard for them to have 
found out how much my bid 
was and underbid me due to 
Cathy’s job,” Richardson 
said. 

Faulk said although he 
could understand bow 
Richardson could feel this way 
“There was absolutely no 
truth” to the assumption 

"Cathy, working in SGA had 
absolutely nothing to do with 
this,” Faulk said. “Cathy did 
not know about Gary's bid 
until Art dictated the letter to 
her.”

Alexander’s views 
stated here by wife

Mrs. Lamar Alexander, 
speaking at a republican 
campaign rally here Tuesday 
night, promised continual 
financial support for the 
state’s colleges and univer 
sities if her husband is elected 
in next Tuesday’s election 
Mrs. Alexander spoke 
jointly with Mrs Winfield 
Dunn, wife of the Tennessee 
governor While 
acknowledging the need for 
vocational education. Mrs 
Alexander stressed her 
husband's desire to keep the 
cost of a college or university 
education at a reasonable 
level 

"If we don’t,” Mrs. 
Alexander said, “we won’t be 
able to even send our own 
children through college We 
must control the rising cost ot 
tuition as much as possible " 
The campaign, according to 
Mrs Alexander, is going to tie 
won by her husband “by a 
large margin " 

"Lamar offers positive 
appeal to everyone," she said 
“We are all tired of negative 
thinking. He is the best can¬ 
didate. and people realize this, 
regardless of party " 

Mrs Alexander said that 
she was personally in favor of 
co-ed dorms, but did not know 
how her husband felt 
Governor Dunn last year 
vetoed a bill which would have 


outlawed co-ed housing, but 
the issue is expected to come 
up again 

Marijuana law reform is 
needed in Tennessee, Mrs. 
Alexander said, and she 
promised her husband would 
do all possible to ease existing 
punishment of first offenders 

“Lamar feels, from his 
work with juvenile 
authorities, that first of¬ 
fenders should be given the 
benefit, " she said, "But he is 
not for its legalization. He also 
feels the pusher should lie 
punished." 

Mrs Dunn, in her first visit 
to UTM, reiterated her 
husband's support of 
Alexander, praising him for 
his potential to lead a 
progressive Tennessee 
government. As for her 
husband's future political 
plans. Mrs. Dunn said he had 
no definite ones and was going 
into business in Nashville 
early next year as a business 
executive. She did not rule out, 
however, future political 
races. 

Mrs Alexander and Mrs. 
Dunn also urged the group to 
support Mrs Jane Hardaway 
in her race for Public Service 
Commissioner. Mrs. Har¬ 
daway^ husband, who was 
scheduled to appear at the 
rally, was unable to attend. 
Mrs Hardaway's democratic 
opponent is incumbent Z. D. 
Atkins 
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SGA referendum tabulation 
reflects poor administration 




Two weeks is a long time to wait for returns 
from any election But, its been that long since 
SGA conducted its main election and 
referendum Aad, while the vote on class of¬ 
ficers and congresspersons was counted 
quickly, the outcome of the referendums has 
only this week become known 

Some questions concerning the SGA electoral 
process come to mind in looking at the delay in 
counting One is why the referendum ballots 
were not counted on the Oct 15 election night 
when the other ballots were counted If there 
were enough people to tally the votes on the 
multitude of races, surely enough people could 
have been kept the extra time to count the votes 
on the six questions on one ballot. 

An SGA contention of a lack of enough people 
to count the ballots is hard to accept with 
previous claims that involvement with student 
government is at an all time high 

Hie claim of being busy is valid to a point, but 
an adequate SGA should be up to the task of 
counting the votes on any election, or 
referendum it conducts Granted, the president 
of SGA is an integral part of the association, but 
the SGA should be able to carry on without him 
and not use his absence as an excuse for lack of 
action. 

Also, one questions the sincerity of the SGA in 
having the referendum if a Cabinet officer can 
characterize the referendum questions as "just 
opinion polls.” If the views of the student body 
are to be so nonchalantly thought of and then 
not even counted for two weeks, then why have 
them in the first place 

The issue of SGA adequacy in the electoral 
process also comes to focus with the uncertain 
election commission situation, specifically the 
lack of a regular chairman Instead of the 
attorney general functioning as acting 
chairman, it probably would have been better 
to have appointed a temporary chairman that 
could have begun work on a regular basis in 
anticipation of being confirmed by congress 


"If the "maturity" of the voters is to be 
judged on how calmly they can wait two weeks 
for election results, then the SGA electoral 
action, or inaction, shows just how much im 
portance it places on the views of its con¬ 
stituency on the important issues An SGA that 
finds itself too busy to count ballots may find a 
student body too busy to deal with SGA 


Concert swap 
holds promise 

Under the Murray State agreement, students 
from either school may attend concerts at the 
other university without paying the usual non 
student rates. A UTM student can attend a 
Murray State concert for the same price as a 
Murray student. 

Considering the relatively short distance to 
Murray, the savings could be considerable in 
these inflationary times to regular concert 
goers. With the tight budgets that most 
students are on, every little bit helps 

Hopefully, this will not be the only agreement 
of this nature that is seen. There are numerous 
possibilities for similar agreements with other 
universities in the area SGA should continue 
efforts to strengthen the present agreement 
through adequate publicity of Murray's con¬ 
certs and seek out other schools that would be 
willing to try a similar project 

The agreement made by SGA with Murray 
State University on discount prices on concerts 
is a noteworthy accomplishment It is not 
noteworthy simply for the value of this first 
agreement.but in the possibilities that lie ahead 
for similar arrangements with other univer¬ 
sities.

The B.S.A. has existed on 
this campus almost five years 
and by now most students 
have probably formed their 
own opinions about it, some 
negative and some positive. 
The B.S.A. on this campus 
exists not as a luxury but as a 
necessity. Black students and 
other minorities must unite 
not only to deal with problems 
we may face on a 
predominately white campus 


but also to help educate white 
students so that they can 
appreciate the heritage and 
culture of others 
At the present the B.S.A., 
the S.G.A., the ad¬ 
ministration, and even the 
government of the United 
States face the same crucial 
problem, the decline of human 
values The Watergate crises 
was a shock to the whole 
nation but historically it was 
nothing new Self- 
preservation and survival of 
the fittest are supposed to be 
the laws of the jungle and 
apply to animals only.

Pacer Oct. 17 issue, with your 
thoughts on Steve's death I’m 
that ''smiling, laughing" 
mother you met only a week 
before It's hard to smile or 
laugh now Tears come more 
easily, and memories 

On July 6. 1955 I gave birth 
to a healthy nine pound son 
Nineteen years, three months 
and one week later, our son. 
who'd had too much to drink, 
and driving someone else's 
car, was killed. A man died in 


a flaming wreck, leaving 
behind a young widow, a small 
son, and two injured, his 
brother and a young friend. 

These are very difficult 
words for a parent to write 
We were proud of Steve All 
the years when his father was 
in the Navy and so often gone 
on long cruises, he was my 
helper with the younger ones. 
We went through scouting, his 
paper route, sleepovers with 
his gang. “How to Succeed in 
Business Without Really 
Trying " Those were good 
times All of us were together 
for seven years near 
Washington. D C. 

Then, almost three years 
ago, we moved to Memphis in 
the middle of his junior year in 
high school Gone were his 
close group of friends, and he 
was lonely He had a job, and 
some involvement in high 
school dramatics, but il

wasn’t the same. 

He didn't make the National 
Honor Society because no one 
voted for him He became a bit 
of a show-off to hide his 
loneliness I hoped he could go 
away to college, be a 
newcomer like everyone else 

His scholarship and his 
savings made il possible We 
could see him gaining in 
maturity And yet, he still 
wanted to be accepted, he 
needed to streak, to party. He 
wanted to live in an apartment 
with friends this year, but I 
was against it. for what I still 
believe are good reasons I 
know he fell left out of things 
once again 

We expected him home that 
weekend, and I fixed a 
favorite meal, but he never 
came, and we never saw him 
again, until we identified a 
battered body, wrapped in a 
shroud, wilh pari of his right 


arm missing 

We may never know all the 
facts of that fateful night, but 
we can never forget what 
happened 

Your words have so much 
meaning. Roy We do need to 
set priorities, to know our 
values, why we believe as we 
do We have to know that none 
of us are isolated beings, that 
whatever we do touches other 
lives All of us have only a 
limited number of days Make 
the most of them.

Arrogance of power was the 
largest contributor to the 
Watergate downfall, assistant 
minority Watergate counselor 
Howard Liebengood said 
Friday. 

"The biggest single 
problem in Watergate was the 
arrogance of power felt by 
certain individuals," 
Liebengood said prior to a talk 
given before the West Ten 
nessee regional meeting of the 
Tennessee Conference on 
Social Welfare 

Liebengood said Watergate 
may be traced to places other 
than the Whitehouse and 
Washington. D.C., such as 
Dangely, Va and the CIA and 
Little Rock, Ark., home of the 
milk fund involvement 

"I am particularly con 
cerned about the CIA,” 
Liebengood said. 

Liebengood said he feels 
public awareness of the 
Watergate crime scandal and 
ills is worth more than the 
incarceration of otherwise 
decent people who got carried 
away by arrogance of power 

“These people were 
corrupted by power,” 
Uebengood said, “and this is a 
danger that all politicians 
must guard against I think 
they felt that they were doing 
was right.” 

Though originally disturbed 
by the pardon of former 
President Richard Nixon. 
Liegengood said he is willing 
to take President Gerald Ford 
at his word 

“I don’t think the pardon 
was part of a deal,” 
Liebengood said. "Also, there 
are so many things wrong in 
Watergate that Nixon could 
not be blamed for." 

Liebengood also expressed 
the belief that it would be 
impossible for a fair 
Watergate trial due the 
publicity the case has 
received. He said he would 
like to see the Watergate tapes 
preserved in the archives for a 
significant number of years, 
because items concerning 
Watergate would probably 
“trickle out" for some time 
yet 

"I don't know why the 
inquiry about the 18 minute 
gap died down or what hap¬ 
pened to the inquiry," 
Liebengood said. “I don’t 
know if there was in¬ 
criminating evidence in the 

gap 

“I don’t know if Nixon will 
appear in court or not,” he 
continued. He said Nixon's 
health is a primary problem 
and if the former president 
regains it, Nixon should ap 
pear in court. 

Liebengood said he had

Traditional Asian culture is 
gradually changing toward 
the Western civilization style, 
according to Dr Choong Soon 
Kim a native Korean and the 
lone anthropologist al UTM 
"The wind from the West is 
loo strong," he said "Whether 
Asian culture will remain, I 
don’t know I hope 
Everything is a shadow under 
the so-called Western 
civilization ." 

This is Kim’s fourth year at 
ITM Besides his experience 
in Korea, he has done con 
siderable legal and social 
research on Asian culture 
"I’m not satisfied as a 
simple teacher-going in and 
out of the classroom selling 
the know ledge I learned in my 
training," he said. “Of course, 
teaching is an important 
mission But we must have a 
balance We need research as 
well as teaching W'hy be a 
recipient only 7 Why not be u 
donor of Knowledge as well? 

"If you are always the 
recipient, vou are going 
to always follow somebody 
else By research, we improve 
the quality of education. I like 
to utilize as much as I can iny 
time besides teaching in 
research and writing." 

Kim was born to an 
aristocratic family, in 
Kyungsang Province. He went 
through many educational 
systems. 

Kim started his education 
with a private tutor, then went 
to a Japense run school during 
the Japanese occupation of 


Korea during World War II 
After the war, he went to a 
Korean school 
His higher education took 
place at Yonsei University in 
Seoul, the most prestigious- 
private university in South 
Korea which was founded by

Kim and two fellow 
research associates conducted 
an extensive nationwide 
survey in South Korea sup¬ 
ported by the Asian Foun 
dation Grant to determine ih* 
compatability of traditional 
Korean life and the Korean 
legal system.Dr. llahm was 
director of the project.

Kim wrote a book about his 
survey experiences and look it 
to a publisher in Seoul.

He married in June of 1965 
and moved alone to Emory 
University in Atlanta.

months before his wife. Sang, 
could join him 
Kim received a Masters 
degree in sociology from 
Emory. While attending there, 
he was influenced by two 
teachers to study an¬ 
thropology. They were Dr 
Richard Yamell who is now 
associate chairman of the 
anthropology department ai 
the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Ilili and 
Dr G. Alexander Moore Jr., 
head of the anthropology 
department at the University 
of Florida al Gainesville. 

They arranged for his ad¬ 
mission to the University of 
Georgia in Athens for doctoral 
studies in anthropology. He 
received his Ph D in 1971 
before coming to UTM 
Kim feels that the 
relationship between leather 
and student is a unique thing 
having no limitations. “Race, 
ethnic group, or nationality 
have nothing lo do with it," he 
said 

"W hen I was ready to leave 
Athens and move here I was 
amazed. I realized that Bailey 
was crying. Tears came out 
Our only relationship was 
teacher-and -student." 

"W hen I first went to formal 
school my first teacher was 
Japanese I personally, was 
not supposed to like Japanese 
due to the old antagonisms 
between Korea and Japan 
But. 1 still miss him." 

Being an educational an¬ 
thropologist. Kim has some 
Ideas about modern 
education. He would like to see 
education in the University 
maintained with close in 
teraction between the teacher 


and student, shying away 
from an image of a "student 
factory." 

”1 don’t like the inass 
education idea-especially m 
Ihe relations between the 
teacher and the student 
Kverylhtng la so mechanized 
It needs to be more personal " 
Students should associate 
with teachers and utilize their 
diverse knowledge and ex¬ 
perience and not iusl visit 
when they have a problem 
with a grade Bigger 
universities. I realize, cannot 
do this, but I think UTM is 
small enough that it still can. 
Students should take ad- 
vangage of this." 

In order to present a variety 
of background, Kim said he 
feels universities need quality 
teachers from all over this 
country and some from all 
over the world 
"When you are building a 
wooden house, are you guing 
to rely on the timber of one 
mountain or going lo gel 
timber from many inuun 
tains?” 

He said he thinks the 
University is where the future 
elite of a society is found. The 
people who will direct a 
society in future generations 
are the college-educated, he 
said 

However. Kim has noted 
that often times there is little 
pride among U.S students He 
indicated that in many oilier 
countries where there is much 
pride associated with a college 
education, a person is 
guaranteed of a respectable 
position upon completion ot 
college, whereas in America, 
there is tremendous job un¬ 
certainty even with a college 
degree 

He said for these reasons 
and others the university is 
often looked down on in 
America 

"Something I have never 
seen," he said. “And if the 
students are not proud of 
being college students, then 
professors cannot be proud of 
their work either." 

Dr. Kim considers the 
university as the place for true 
international cooperation. 

"The university is the only 
place available where we can 
objectively study one another 
We cannot see true in¬ 
ternational cooperation in the 
areas of politics, business or 
industry. I like to ted as 
much as I can the growth of an 
intellectual international 
program.” 

Kim has not seen his native 
Korea for nine years and has 
two boys. Johnyun and Ho- 
Yun, who have never seen it. 
He is still a Korean citizen and 
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Dr. Choong Soon Kim 


Why not me? I would like lo go 
home Not even the material 
rewards and conveniences can 
compensate for the 
homesickness I feel for 
Korea.” 

When asked to give his 
views on the Korean War, In- 
responded. ”1 don’t ever want 
to think about it.” 

Dr Kim has published five 
articles in professional 
journals and one monograph 
which was co-authored with 
Bailey This past summer, he 
was field director of a socio¬ 
economic and manpower 
survey of the Choctaw Indians 
of Mississippi. Eleven UTM 
students and one UTK student 
were supervised by Kim while 
completing the field work. 

He is currently writing a 
book requested by a book 
publishing company entitled 
“A Lone Asian Anthropologist 
in the South: Field 


Experiences With Blacks, 
Whites and Indians.” 

He is scheduled to present a 
paper at the 73rd annual 
American Anthropological 
Association meeting in Mexico 
City, Mex. Nov. 19-23 and 
another at the Southern 
Anthropological Society 
meeting at Tampa. April 3-6. 

He is also writing the 
proposal for a two year 
genealogy survey of the 
Mississippi Band of Choctaws 
Indians, me project is to trace 
genealogy of Ihe Tribe since 
removal in the 1830’s. 

Kim is a fellow uf the 
American Anthropological 
Association, the Society for 
Applied Anthropology, and 
Council of Anthropology and 
Education.

The Weakley County 
Electric Company started 
turning off and covering 
selected street lights last week 
to help remind its customers 
of the need to conserve 
energy, according to Gerald 
Brooks, company superin 
lendent 

Brooks said the move will 
not directly save much energy 
since street lights account for 
only one and one-half percent 
of the company’s total output 

"However,” Brooks ex¬ 
plained, "This is one means of 
bringing the energy crisis to 
the general public. It is a good 
reminder of the need to 
conserve,” 

Brooks emphasized the 
electric company was being 
careful to keep enough 
lighting oh to maintain safety 

"The lights will probably be 
turned back on at the end of 
the winter, when the energy 
situation will be better," he 
said. 

The lights are covered with 
plastic bags to prevent water 
from corroding the photocell 
in each and to let people 
distinguish between those 
turned off and broken lights. 

This measure is part of a 
program the Tennessee Valley 
Authority is trying to carry

Library of Congress arrives 

Reclassification completed 


After two years of work, the 
library staff has completed 
reclassifying the books from 
the Dewey system to the 
Library of Congress 
classification system 
. '"nie last of the 85,621 books 
to be reclassified was placed 
on the shelf on Sept 12 "Joel 
Slower, library'director, said 
“In those two years, almost 
900,000 labels were applied to 
books, catalog cards, book 
pockets and book cards 

"The new Library of 
Congress system brings UTM 
in line with other academic 
institutions which have 
converted or are converting to 
LC,” Stowers said. “The new 
classification is more flexible 
and expandable than Dewey, 
especially in areas such as 
science and technology, 
cataloging will be easier and 
faster and interlibarary 
operations ircatalogingnd in 
loans will be more easily 
performed with LC.” 

The project originally was 
expected to take more than 
three years to finish but the 
task was shortened with the 
help of the university com¬ 
puter center, Stowers said 
Bill Corbin, reclassification 
director, developed a system 
utilizing computer-produced, 
pressure-sensitive labels. 
Labels were applied over the 


old Dewey number on catalog 
cards, book pockets and book 
cards 

"The computer center staff 
gave assistance in designing 
the program and also gave 
necessary computer time for 
production of the labels." 
Stowers said "With a 
reclassification staff of only 
three full time employees 
plus student workers, the 
work was completed in record 
time and at minimum cost." 

In order to help library 
users locate books more easily 
in the new arrangement, 
guides have been placed at the 
end of book stacks, Stowers 
said. The guides give the stack 
numbers and section of books 
to be found on each stack. LC 
classification system guides, 
also located on stackends. will 
help acquaint users with the 
subjects covered by the LC 
system letters. 

“Fastcat,” a new fast 
cataloging technique, was 
introduced this quarter. 
Stowers said. 

Utilizing computer-prod 
uced pockets and cards, 
"Fastcat” is a system of 
preliminary cataloging which 
permits books received in the 
library from the jobber or 
publisher to be available to 
library users a few days after 


being received, Stowers said. 
The new books will be placed 
on a special stack in the south 
west area of the first floor, at 
the "Fastcat" sign 
‘‘Ordinarily, when new 
books are received and 
cataloging information is 
available, they are cataloged 
and placed in the library 
bookstacks," Stowers said. 
"In order to speed books 


without available cataloging 
information to the patrol, 
'Fastcat' was developed 
"Library users may browse 
and select any of the books to 
borrow,"Stowerssaid. “When 
information for permanent 
cataloging is available, books 
will be pulled fro,m the 
"Fastcat" shelf and ' placed 
with the other books' in the 
library."

The Academic Senate is the 
means by which the faculty 
advises the administration 
about matters concerning the 
University. Copeland said, 
giving the faculty a chance to 
participate in the ad¬ 
ministration 

‘‘The Senate," Copeland 
said, "cannot implement 
anything, but rather serves as 
a recommending body 
whereby the administration 
looks into things that are 
proposed ." 

Each year the faculty of 
each school or department 
elects one representative for 
each five'full-time faculty, he 
said. They are elected to a 
three year term. 

"The Senate consists oieight 
committees with the com¬ 
mittees on degrees, curricula 
and instruction being the most 
important from the student's 


point of view." Copeland said 

"The Committee on 
Degrees." according to the by¬ 
laws of the Senate, "considers 
individual student requests for 
the substitution of courses In 
their degree requirements 

"The Committee on 
Curicula studies graduate 
and undergraduate curricula 
of the schools and depart 
menu, considers all requests 
for curriculum and course 
changes and recommends to 
the Senate action on such 
changes " 

The Committee on 


Instruction will this year 
oversee and give guidance 
over faculty evaluations. 
Copeland said 

Other committees include 
the Committee on Admission. 
Retention and Advanced 
Standing: Library Com¬ 
mittee, the Committee on 
Economic Concerns and 
Faculty Benefits; the Com 
mittee on Promotion and 
Tenure and the Agenda 
Committee 

"These committees deal 
mainly with faculty affairs." 
Copeland said. 


"In the past. I have wished 
that more of the Senate 
members did their homework 
so things would run 
smoothly," Copeland said 
‘‘Those who do their 
homework enable the Senate 
to run much more efficiently " 
ti tnings continue tike 
they've been going, almost all
